W ashington, Dec. 27.—Not since the 
days preceding the passage of the per­ 
sonnel law, ten years ago, has the feel­ 
ing b etween line and staff of the navy 
b een so acute as it is today, as the

Admiral 
Brownson to transm it orders from his 
superior officer, the president of the 
United States, assigning a naval sur­ 
geon to command a vessel in the navy. 
In the case of the personnel act, it w as 
Mr. Roosevelt, then assistant secre­ 
tary of the navy, who acted the part 
of pacificator and succeeded in b ring­ 
ing the two warring factious together 
in support of the legislation which for 
a decade past, though a m akeshift, 
has served to m aintain peace b etween 
the two factions in the navy. 
In the present Instance, however, 
the efforts of the president to recon­ 
cile the surgeons and the line officers 
have failed and it is prob ab le that the 
whole controversy will b e thrashed 
out on its m erits in congress. 
This is 
much deprecated b y conservative offi­ 
cers in b oth line and staff, as, likely to 
prove prejudicial to the navy’s inter­ 
est as a whole, for they b elieve that in 
order to succeed in ob taining from 
congress the four great b attleships, 
the cruisers, scouts and sub marines, 
which form a part of this year’s naval 
estim ates, in addition to ob taining leg­ 
islation that will b etter the lot of na­ 
val officers personally, the navy m ust 
present a united front, which cannot 
b e done if just at the b eginning of a 
session line and staff are to engage in 
A fierce strife. 
T here are no new developments in 
the naval controversy owing to the ab ­ 
sence from W ashington of the presi­ 
dent. 
Admiral Brownson relinq uished 
his position as chief of the b ureau of 
navigation on Christmas, and the du- ;

New Laws Are Expected to Produce 
This Result. 
Indianapolis, Dec. 27.—At the m eet­ 
ing of the County Superintendents’ as­ 
sociation being held in connection 
with the m eeting of the State Teach­ 
ers’ association, F assett A. Cotton, 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion, discussed the educational m eas­ 
ures enacted by the last legislature. 
Following Mr. Cotton’s address the 
laws were discussed by several of the 
superintendents. 
All expressed them ­ 
selves as being well pleased with the 
new legislation and believed the new 
laws would prove beneficial not only 
to teachers but to pupils as well. 
Mr. Cotton pleaded for an honest ef­ 
fort on the part of teachers, school of­ 
ficials and patrons to ascertain what 
is best in the laws. 
The great prob­ 
lem, he said, is to meet the new condi­ 
tions and adjust the schools to them. 
“The law th at provides that after Aug. 
1, 1908, no one can enter the teachers’ 
ranks who is not a high school grad­ 
uate, in one stro ke adds four years to 
the qualifications of teachers,” said 
Mr. Cotton. “This law must be made 
effective by living up to this standard. 
“The law creating a system of nor­ 
mal training schools in the state ex-

It is expected that “teleposts” or 
telegraphed letters will be largely used 
for the purpose of catching foreign 
mails. Received at New York by wire, 
the message will be forwarded by 
mail via any desired ship.

sages over long distances a big saving 
will also be possible when delivery 
within eight or ten hours is all that the 
emergency requires. On a ninety word 
telepost from Boston to San Francisco 
the cost will be 45 cents as against the 
charge by the present telegraph com­ 
panies of $6.60.
